AFFAIRS  AND  TELEMARKETING  FRAUD  UNIT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

OF  COMMERCE  AS  A  CRIMINAL  JUSTICE  AGENCY 


WHEREAS,  there  is  a  Department  of  Commerce  established 
under  Montana  Code  Annotated  Section  2-15-1801;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Commerce  is  responsible  for 
enforcement  of  the  Montana  Consiimer  Protection  Act,  Montana  Code 
Annotated  Section  30-14-101,  et  seq.  And  the  remaining  sections 
of  Title  30,  including  the  Montana  Telemarketing  Registration 
and  Fraud  Prevention  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Telemarketing 
Fraud  Unit  performs  its  principal  function  the  administration  of 
criminal  justice  relating  to  the  Montana  Unfair  Trade  Practices 
and  Consumer  Protection  Act  of  1973;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  thoroughly  investigate  potential 
violations  of  Title  30,  the  Department  must  work  and  share 
information  with  a  variety  of  law  enforcement  entities  including 
state  and  federal  criminal  justice  agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  best  interests  of  the  State  are  served  by  the 
efficient  exchange  of  information  between  various  branches  of

state  governm-ant  charged  with  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  State; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Title  44,  Chapter  5,  MCA,  provides  for  the 
exchange  of  criminal  justice  information  to  agencies  designated 
as  criminal  justice  information  agencies  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  section  44 -5-103  (7 )  (b)  ,  MCA  defines  "criminal 
justice  agency"  to  include  a  state  agency  designated  by  a 
Governor's  Executive  Order  to  perform  as  its  principal  function 
the  administration  of  criminal  justice. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Governor 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,   Title  10, 
Chapter  3,  MCA,  and  under  other  applicable  statutes,  do  hereby 
direct  the  following: 

1.  That  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and 
Telemarketing  Fraud  Unit  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  is  designated  to  perform  as  its 
principal  function  the  administration  of  criminal 
justice  relating  to  the  Montana  Unfair  Trade 
Practices  and  Consumer  Protection  Act  of  1973; 
and 

2.  That,  as  such,  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and 
Telemarketing  Fraud  Unit  may  operate  as  a 
"criminal  justice  agency'  as  that  phrase  is 
defined  in  section  44-5-103(7)  (b)  ;  and 

3.  That   the   Office   of   Consumer   Affairs   and 
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Telemarketing  Fraud  Unit,  in  fulfilling  its 
functions  as  a  criminal  justice  agency,  will 
establish  protocols  within  the  Office  of  Consumer 
Affairs  and  Telemarketing  Fraud  Unit  for  the 
dissemination  of  Criminal  justice  information  so 
as  to  protect  the  confidentiality  of  criminal 
justice  information  and,  prior  to  the  use  or 
dissemination  of  criminal  justice  information, 
will  provide  communication  with  the  Montana 
Department  of  Justice,  Criminal  Investigation 
Bureau,  and/or  the  prosecutor  in  charge  of  the 
related  criminal  action. 
This  Order  is  effective  immediately.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  PROCLAIMING  A  DISASTER  TO  EXIST  IN 

DANIELS,  RICHLAND,  DAWSON,  WIBAUX,  FALLON,  CARTER, 

SHERIDAN  AND  ROOSEVELT  COUNTIES 


WHEREAS,  cold  temperatures,  high  winds  and  snow  have 
combined  to  create  severe  winter  storm  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  severe  winter  storm  occurred  in  eastern  Montana 
on  or  about  November  1=''  and  2^  ,  2000,  and  severely  damaged 
electrical  power  utilities  and  resulted  in  electrical  power 
outages  that  might  last  two  weeks  or  longer;  and 

WHEREAS,  subsequent  storms  brought  additional  snow, 
freezing  temperatures  and  high  winds  that  may  prolong  the 
existing  power  outages  and  endanger  the  lives  and  property  of 
residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  immediate  restoration  of  electrical  power  is 
essential  to  ensure  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  residents 
of  the  affected  counties;  and 

WHEREAS,  County  Commissioners  have  declared  disasters  to 
exist  in  Sheridan,  Roosevelt,  Daniels,  Richland,  Dawson,  Wibaux, 
Fallon  and  Carter  counties  due  to  this  ongoing  weather  event; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  availability  and  utilization  of  all  necessary- 
state  government  services,  equipment  and  supplies  including  the 
Montana  National  Guard  under  this  proclamation  will  further  the 
efforts  to  protect  health  and  safety  and  to  preserve  the  lives, 
property  and  resources  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana; 
and 

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  a  disaster  authorizes  the 
Governor  under  Section  10-3 -104 (2) a) ,  MCA,  to  suspend  Section  2- 
18-501,  MCA,  to  allow  reasonable  expenditures  for  food  and 
lodging  for  activated  National  Guard  and  State  Disaster  and 
Emergency  Services  Division  personnel  responding  to  this 
emergency;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  proclamation  of  a  disaster  authorizes  the 
Governor  under  Section  10-3-311,  MCA,  to  expend  funds  from  the 
general  fund  to  meet  contingencies  and  needs  arising  from  these 
conditions . 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Governor 
under  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  Title  10, 
Chapter  3,  MCA,  and  under  other  applicable  statutes,  do  hereby 
declare  that  a  disaster  exists  in  Daniels,  Richland,  Dawson, 
Wibaux,  Fallon,  Carter,  Sheridan  and  Roosevelt  Counties  of  the 
State  of  Montana.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
GOVERNOR'S  HIV/AIDS  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Human  Immunodeficiency  Virus  (HIV),  the  virus 
that  causes  Acquired  Immunodeficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS) ,  claims  a 
life  in  the  United  States  every  twenty-four  minutes,  and  is  the 
fifth  leading  cause  of  death  for  men  and  women  between  the  ages 
25-44;  and 

WHEREAS,  Montana  State  Government  has  a  significant 
interest  in  protecting  the  public  health;   and 

WHEREAS,  Montana  has  both  the  opportunity  and  the 
obligation  to  provide  a  constructive  response  to  this  HIV 
epidemic;   and 

WHEREAS,  such  a  response  necessarily  requires  the 
commitment  and  resources  of  all  levels  of  government  coupled 
with  a  firm  partnership  with  the  private  sector  in  order  to 
effectively  stem  the  spread  of  this  disease;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  1994  "Report  to  the  Governor:  Montana 
Responds  to  HIV/AIDS"  and  previous  AIDS  advisory  councils  have 
recommended  the  multiplicity  of  issues  that  transcend  the 
singular  responsibility  of  any  one  state  agency;   and

WHEREAS,  the  need  for  an  advisory  and  leadership  mechanism 
is  critical  for  an  effective  and  publicly  supported  response  to 
a  very  serious  public  health  issue. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Article  VI,  Section  4 
of  the  Montana  Constitution,  and  Section  2-15-201,  MCA,  do 
hereby  establish  the  Governor's  HIV/AIDS  Advisory  Council. 

I.  PURPOSE 

The  Council  shall  provide  the  leadership  required  to 
recommend  public  policy  to  the  Governor  and  Department  Directors 
concerning  the  initiation,  coordination,  promotion, 
implementation  and  evaluation  of  services  and  activities  that 
can  effectively  arrest  the  spread  of  the  HIV  infection  and 
provide  humane  treatment  for  those  that  are  or  become  infected; 
and 

II.  DUTIES 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  shall 
organize  Regional  HIV  Prevention  Community  Planning  groups 
according  to  the  Governor's  Health  Planning  Districts  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control's  HIV  Prevention 
Community  Planning  process  guidance.  These  regional  planning 
groups  shall  submit  recommendations  for  a  comprehensive  Montana 
HIV  prevention  plan  to  the  Council  for  review  and  response. 

The  Council  shall  meet  regularly  at  the  call  of  its  Chair 
to  seek  information,  discuss  strategies  to  fulfill  its  purpose 
and  act  in  its  discretion  to  carry  out  the  decisions  it  reaches. 


III.  COMPOSITION 

The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  and  the  Secretary 
of  State.  Staff  support  shall  be  provided  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Human  Services. 

IV.  DURATION 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  extended  by  subsequent 
Executive  Order.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
GOVERNOR'S  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  ON  DISABILITY 


WHEREAS,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  opens 
the  doors  of  opportunity  for  Montana's  citizens  with 
disabilities  to  become  employees,  taxpayers  and  welcome 
participants  in  the  operations  of  their  state  government;  and 

WHEREAS,  these  opportunities  are  contingent  on  equal  access 
to  employment,  services,  and  information  provided  by  state 
agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  effective  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  by  state  government  can  serve  as  a  model  for 
employers  and  service  providers  throughout  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  compliance  of  state  agencies  with  the  American 
with  Disabilities  Act  will  be  coordinated  by  the  Department  of 
Administration  and  the  Department's  ADA  Coordinator;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  compliance  and  coordination  will  be 
reinforced  and  enhanced  through  the  participation  and  advice  of 
concerned  employees  and  citizens,  including  persons  with 
disabilities . 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
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Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  continue  the  Governor's 
Advisory  Council  on  Disability. 
I.    PURPOSE 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  advise  the  Department  of 
Administration,  the  ADA  Coordinator  and  the  Governor's  Office  on 
issues  affecting  the  implementation  of  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  in  State  Government,  including: 

1.  recommending  steps  to  promote  the  proactive 
implementation  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  in 
Montana  State  Government  with  emphasis  on  both  Title  I  and 
Title  II; 

2.  recommending  steps  to  promote  the  development  of 
employment  opportunities  for  Montanans  with  disabilities  in 
state  government  agencies  with  the  same  terms,  conditions 
and  privileges  of  employment  enjoyed  by  other  state 
employees ; 

3.  identifying  specific  problems  affecting  the  access  of 
people  with  disabilities  to  the  programs,  services, 
activities,  and  information  provided  by  state  agencies; 

4.  identifying  specific  problems  affecting  the 
opportunity  for  people  with  disabilities  to  actively 
participate  in  the  operation  of  their  government; 

5 .  recommending  steps  to  insure  that  state  government 
provides  a  model  for  other  Montana  employers  for  compliance 
and  implementation  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act; 
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and 

6.    sharing  of  the  information  with  other  employers  and 
organizations,  including  the  President's  Committee  on 
Employment  of  Persons  with  Disabilities,  to  promote  the 
effective  implementation  of  the  Act  throughout  Montana. 
II.   COMPOSITION 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  seven  voting  members  to  the 
Advisory  Council.  Additional  non-voting,  ex-officio  members  may 
be  appointed  as  deemed  necessary  to  represent  other  councils, 
committees  or  programs.  At  least  four  voting  members  must  be 
individuals  with  disabilities.  The  membership  must  be  drawn 
from  consumers  of  state  government  services,  associations  or 
councils  representing  people  with  disabilities,  and  state 
employees.  The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter 
to  the  Department  of  Administration  and  the  Secretary  of  State. 
The  Chair  and  Vice  Chair  must  be  elected  by  a  vote  of  the 
Advisory  Council  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  under  this 
Executive  Order. 

The    Department    of    Administration    shall    provide 
administrative  support  to  the  Advisory  Council  necessary  to 
permit  the  Council  to  conduct  quarterly  meetings. 
Ill .  DUTIES 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  meet  no  less  than  quarterly  to 
be  determined  by  the  Council,  in  cooperation  with  the  Department 
of  Administration,   to  assure  that  the  Council  has  adequate 
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opportunity  to  review  the  activities  of  the  ADA  Coordinator  and 
provide  appropriate  advice. 

Any   nun±)er   of   voting   members   constitutes   a   quorum. 
Business  may  be  conducted  by  a  majority  of  the  voting  members 
present . 
IV.   COMPENSATION 

Council  members'  expenses  eligible  for  compensation  under 
Section  2-15-122(5),  MCA,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Department  of 
Administration  at  the  rate  of  $25  for  each  day  actually  and 
necessarily  engaged  in  the  performance  of  Council  duties.  All 
members  shall  be  reimbursed  for  travel  expenses  pursuant  to  2- 
15-122 (5) ,  MCA. 
V.    DURATION 

This  Advisory  Council  remains  in  existence  for  a  period  of 
two  years  from  the  effective  date  of  this  order.

HISTORICAL  RECORDS  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  Public  Law  93-536  requires  the  Governor  of  each 
state  desiring  to  participate  in  the  National  Historical 
Publications  Program  to  establish  an  Historical  Records  Advisory- 
Council;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  State  of  Montana  has  demonstrated  an  interest 
in  the  care  of  historical  records. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  specifically 
by  Section  2-15-122,  MCA  and  Public  Law  93-536,  do  hereby 
continue  the  Montana  Historical  Records  Advisory  Council. 
I.    PURPOSE 

Pursuant  to  Public  Law  93-536  and  the  implementing 
regulations,  the  Council  shall  serve  as  the  central  advisory 
body  in  the  State  of  Montana  for  the  care,  storage,  and 
disposition  of  historical  records,  and  shall  review  and  evaluate 
grant  proposals  made  to  the  National  Historical  Publications  and 
Records  Commission  (NHPRC) ,  an  Office  of  the  National  Archives 


^ 
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and  Records  Administration.    The  Council  is  authorized  to 
receive  funds  pursuant  to  Public  Law  93-536. 

II.  COMPOSITION 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  at  least  8  members,  appointed 
by  the  Governor.  The  names  and  addresses  of  members  are 
submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the  Montana  Historical  Society 
and  the  Secretary  of  State. 

III.  ADMINISTRATION 

The  Covmcil  shall  be  attached  to  the  Montana  Historical 
Society  for  administrative  purposes. 

IV.  DURATION 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
subsequent  Executive  Order.  This  Order  is  effective 
immediately.

FAMILY  SUPPORT  SERVICES  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Montana  Legislature  authorized  the  State  of 
Montana  to  apply  for  funding  to  implement  the  state  grant 
program  for  infants  and  toddlers  with  disabilities  as  initially- 
established  under  the  Education  of  Handicapped  Act  Amendments  of 
1986,  PL  99-457,  and  later  amended  under  its  reauthorization  in 
July,  1997,  and  is  now  known  as  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act,  PL  105-17;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Disabilities  Services  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  has  been 
designated  the  lead  agency  for  early  intervention  and  family 
support  services  provided  for  under  Title  1,  Part  C  of  the 
Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  (see  Attachment  A) ; 
and 

WHEREAS,  to  be  eligible  for  participation  in  the  state 
grant  program  for  infants  and  toddlers  the  Governor  must  appoint 
an  Interagency  Coordinating  Council  of  at  least  15  members  to 
advise  the  Disabilities  Services  Division  regarding  issues  of 
early  intervention  and  family  support  in  Montana;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  Family  Support  Services  Advisory  Council  is 
the  established  Interagency  Coordinating  Council  .to  advise  the 
Disabilities  Services  Division  regarding  the  State  of  Montana's 
intent  to  continue  to  implement  a  statewide,  comprehensive, 
multi-disciplinary,  coordinated  program  of  early  intervention 
and  family  support  services  for  children  aged  birth  to  five, 
inclusive,  and  their  families. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  pursuant  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby 
continue  the  Montana  Family  Support  Services  Advisory  Council. 

I.  PURPOSE 

The  Council  shall  carry  out  all  duties  assigned  pursuant  to 
Public  Law  105-17  and  amendments  thereto. 

II.  COMPOSITION 

The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  and  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

III.  DURATION 

This  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  otherwise  rescinded  or 
extended  by  subsequent  executive  order.

In  January  1987,  former  Governor  Ted  Schwinden  made  the  original  appointment  as  lead 
agency  for  Part  H  of  the  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  (IDEA  early  intervention 
services)  in  Montana  to  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  of  the  old  Department  of 
Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services.  The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  held  that  lead 
agency  status  for  seven  years. 

In  February  1996,  due  to  the  changes  in  structure  which  occurred  as  a  result  of  the 
reorganization  of  human  service  agencies,  I  made  an  official  reappointment  of  lead  agency 
for  Part  H  of  IDEA  to  the  Disabilities  Services  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Human  Services.  After  the  reauthorization  of  IDEA  in  1997,  Part  H  became  identified  as  "Part 
C"  of  IDEA.  For  clarification,  please  include  this  letter  in  Montana's  next  application  for 
federal  funds  for  Part  C  as  official  notification  to  the  Office  of  Special  Education 
Programs/U.S.  Department  of  Education  that  the  Disabilities  Services  Division  will  remain  the 
lead  agency  for  Part  C  of  IDEA  as  I  first  designated  in  February  1996.

A.  establish  a  joint  approach  to  wireless 
interoperability  among  public  safety  entities  within 
Montana; 

B.  exercise  authority  for  strategic  decision-making  with 
regard  to  Montana's  public  safety  communications  by:. 
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1)  researching  and  evaluating  best  practices; 

2)  developing  recommendations  for  statewide 
standards ; 

3)  fostering  coordination  and  cooperation  among 
agencies;

5)  acting  as  an  information  clearinghouse; 

6)  serving  as  a  policy  point  of  contact  for  local, 
regional,  and  national  interoperability  matters; 

7)  developing  recommendations  for  legislation  that 
may  be  required  to  further  promote 
interoperability; 

8)  considering  other  policy  issues  related  to 
solving  Montana's  public  safety  communications 
interoperability  problems;  and 

9)  exploring  opportunities  for  inter-agency  and 
regional  systems  and  develop  methods  for  inter- 
agency cooperation.

the  State  of  Montana; 
J.    a  representative  from  the  9-1-1  community  for  the 

State  of  Montana; 
K.    a  Tribal  representative; 
L.    a  representative  who  will  represent  the  Montana  Power 

Company  and  other  private  utilities  participating  as 

private  entities. 
The   Department   of   Administration/Information   Services

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  RESCINDING  QUARANTINE  NO.  3 -A 

WHEREAS,  Quarantine  No.  3 -A,  effective  on  October  29,  1926, 
restricted  cultivated  black  currant  plant  {Ribes  nigrum)  and  its 
varieties,  from  being  possessed,  propagated,  sold,  or  shipped 
into  or  within  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  cultivated  black  currants  are  a  host  of  white  pine 
blister  rust,  a  disease  that  is  transmitted  to  native  five- 
needle  pine  trees.  Federal  and  state  regulatory  restrictions 
were  placed  into  effect  on  black  currants  in  the  1920' s  and 
1930' s  and  a  nationwide  effort  was  ordered  to  eradicate  all 
native  Ribes  plants  in  forests.  The  eradication  effort  failed 
and  the  federal  quarantine  was  repealed  in  1968.  All  western 
states,  except  Montana,  repealed  their  quarantine  at  that  time; 
and 

WHEREAS,  most  reforestation  of  five-needle  pines  today  is 
being  done  with  white  pine  blister  rust  resistant  stock;  there 
are  also  several  black  currant  varieties  that  are  rust  resistant 
that  are  available  for  cultivation;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  primary  infection  source   for  white  pine 


1  blister  rust  today  is  most  likely  originating  from  native  black 

2  currants  in  the  forest  --  cultivated,  resistant  species  of  black 

3  currants  would  not  pose  a  new  risk  for  white  pine  blister  rust; 

4  and 

5  WHEREAS,   pest  management  standards  can  be  adopted  by 

6  administrative  rule  pursuant  to  Title  80,  Chapter  7,  Part  4, 

7  MCA,   to  mitigate  the  risk  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  from 

8  cultivated   black   currants.     The   Montana   Department   of 

9  Agriculture,   upon  the  request  of  the  forest  industry,   can 

10  propose  pest  management  standards  to  black  currant  growers. 

11  These  standards  may  include  suitable  locations  in  Montana  which

WHEREAS,  6  6  wolves  were  reintroduced  by  the  U.  S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  to  central  Idaho  and  Yellowstone  National  Park 
in  1995  and  1996,  and  have  established  breeding  populations  in 
both  these  areas,  as  well  as  expanding  their  numbers  from  these 
areas  into  adjacent  parts  of  Montana;  and 

WHEREAS,  wolves  are  listed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
(the  Secretary) under  the  federal  Endangered  Species  Act  of  1973 
as  "endangered"  in  northwestern  Montana  and  as  "experimental, 
non-essential  populations"  in  the  remainder  of  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  biological  recovery  criteria  established  by  the 
Secretary  for  removing  wolves  from  the  list  of  federally 
protected  and  managed  species  may  be  met  within  the  next  three 
to  five  years;  and 

WHEREAS,   prior   to   delisting   wolves,   the   Secretary

9  implemented  by  the  state  because  of  uncertainty  of  federal 

10  funding  for  wolf  management;  and

6  5.    appropriate  roles  for  state  and  federal  agencies, 

7  tribes  and  private  groups  in  wolf  management; 

8  6.    appropriate  funding  sources   including  state, 

9  federal  and  private  funds  to  be  used  in  the  management 

10  of  wolves;  and 

11  7.    legislative  or  fiscal  proposals  that  should  be 

12  proposed  to  the  57"''   Montana  Legislature  or  future 

13  legislative  sessions. 

14  B.    In  its  deliberations,  the  Council  shall  consider  input 

15  from  the  citizens  of  the  state  and  other  interested 

16  parties,  as  well  as  the  wolf  management  plans  of  the  states 

17  of  Idaho  and  Wyoming. 

18  II.   COMPOSITION 

19  The  Council  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  15  members 
2  0  appointed  by  the  Governor.   Members  will  represent  a  variety  of 

21  interests  including,  but  not  limited  to  agriculture,  hunting  and 

22  wildlife  conservation.   The  names  and  addresses  of  members,  who 

23  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor,  are  submitted  by 

24  separate  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Department  of 

25  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks.

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III.  COMPENSATION 

Council  members  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  Department  of 
Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  for  reasonable  travel  expenses  pursuant 
to  sections  2-15-122(5)  and  2-18-501  through  2-15-503,  MCA. 

IV.  DURATION 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  extended  by  siibsequent 
Executive  Order.     This  Order  shall  be  effective  immediately.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE  UPPER  CLARK  FORK  RIVER  BASIN 
REMEDIATION  AND  RESTORATION  EDUCATION  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  federal  Comprehensive  Environmental  Response, 
Compensation,  and  Liability  Act,  as  amended  (CERCLA)  and  the 
Montana  Comprehensive  Environmental  Cleanup  and  Responsibility 
Act  (CECRA)  allow  states  as  trustees  for  natural  resources  to 
recover  monetary  damages  for  injuries  to  natural  resources 
caused  by  releases  of  hazardous  substances;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1983  the  State  of  Montana,  pursuant  to  its  role 
as  trustee,  filed  suit  in  federal  court  against  the  Atlantic 
Richfield  Company  alleging  that  the  company  is  liable  for  injury 
to  the  natural  resources  of  the  Upper  Clark  Fork  River  Basin; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor  acts  as  the  trustee  for  the  State's 
natural  resources  and  of  any  damages  recovered  to  compensate  the 
public  for  injuries  to  those  resources  as  permitted  under 
CERCLA;  and 

WHEREAS,  settlement  negotiations  have  been  ongoing  between 
representatives  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  ARCO  for  some  time, 
but  have  heightened  in  intensity  during  recent  months;  and 
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WHEREAS,  several  local  officials  and  citizens  in  the  Upper 
Clark  Fork  River  Basin  have  requested  regular  briefings  on  the 
status  of  the  lawsuit  and  the  opportunity  for  input  concerning 
how  any  awards  that  may  be  recovered  by  the  State  as  a  result  of 
this  lawsuit  will  be  used;  and 

WHEREAS,  CERCLA  requires  that  natural  resource  damage 
awards  be  used  only  to  restore,  replace,  or  acquire  the 
equivalent  of  the  injured  natural  resources  that  are  the  subject 
of  the  litigation.   42  U.S.C.  9607(f)(1);  and 

WHEREAS,  in  addition  to  the  ongoing  litigation  involving 
the  Upper  Clark  Fork  River  the  Montana  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality,  works  with  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  under  cooperative  agreements  that  provide 
funding  to  the  State  and  define  state  and  federal  agency  roles 
for  directing  the  remediation  of  various  operable  units  within 
the  Upper  Clark  Fork  River  Basin  National  Priority  List  site,  as 
authorized  under  CERCLA. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  laws  and 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  continue  the 
Upper  Clark  Fork  Basin  Remediation  and  Restoration  Education 
Advisory  Council. 
I.  PURPOSE 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Advisory  Council  is  to  promote 
public  understanding  of  the  State's  efforts  to  remediate  and 
restore  sites  in  the  Upper  Clark  Fork  River  Basin  that  have  been 
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injured  by  hazardous  substances  for  which  ARCO  is  liable.  To 
that  end  the  Advisory  Council  shall  establish  a  procedure  for 
the  sharing  of  information  with  the  Advisory  Council,  State's 
Natural  Resource  Damage  and  Super  fund  Programs,  and  the  piiblic. 

Any  advice  provided  to  the  Governor  with  respect  to  issues 
involving  remediation  and  restoration  efforts  in  the  Upper  Clark 
Fork  River  Basin,  including  the  use  to  which  any  funds  that  may 
be  recovered  from  settlement  or  trial  of  litigation  are  put 
would  have  to  be  consistent  with  the  requirement  that  such  funds 
be  used  for  restoration  or  replacement  of  the  injured  natural 
resources  in  accordance  with  a  restoration  plan  prepared  by  the 
State  of  Montana  as  provided  by  law.  Moreover,  such  advice 
would  not  be  considered  to  the  exclusion  of  input  of  other 
interested  individuals  or  groups. 

The  existence  of  the  Advisory  Council  does  not  in  any  way 
diminish  the  powers  of  the  Governor  as  trustee  pursuant  to 
CERCLA  and  CECRA.   Nor  is  it  intended  to  comment  on  the  status 
of  any  pending  litigation  or  related  negotiations. 
II.  COMPOSITION 

The  Advisory  Council  will  consist  of  the  following  members 
as  identified  below.  The  members  shall  serve  a  two-year  term 
and  be  subject  to  re - appointment .

WHEREAS,  many  of  the  damaged  and  destroyed  residences  were 
not  insured;  and  - 

WHEREAS,  Richland  County  and  the  Town  of  Fairview  requested 
Disaster  and  Emergency  Services  Division  to  assist  with  this

I.    PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Council  is  to  review  program  development 
and  advise  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services  on 


how  to  create  a  supportive  environment  for  abstinence  until 
marriage  education  throughout  Montana. 

II.  COMPOSITION 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  nineteen 
members,  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  representing  a  wide 
background  from  all  parts  of  the  state. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  and  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human 
Services.   A  chair  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

The  Council  is  attached  to  the  Health  Policy  and  Services 
Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Human  Services 
for  administrative  purposes. 

III.  COMPENSATION 

Compensation  to  Council  members  shall  be  as  provided  by 
Section  2-15-122  (S),  MCA. 

IV.  DURATION 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  order.  This  Order  is  effective 
immediately.

OFFICERS  STANDARDS  AND  TRAINING  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


I,  MARC  RACICOT,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  as 
Governor  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
and  specifically  pursuant  to  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby 
continue  the  existing  Peace  Officers  Standards  and  Training 
Advisory  Council  within  the  Board  of  Crime  Control. 

I.  PURPOSE 

The  Council  shall  establish  priorities,  aid  in  planning 
programs,  and  make  recommendations  regarding  the  improvement  of 
law  enforcement  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

II.  COMPOSITION 

A.  The  Peace  Officers  Standards  and  Training  Advisory 
Council  shall  be  composed  of  17  members.  The  names  and 
addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the  Attorney 
General  and  the  Secretary  of  State.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE 
CAPITAL  FINANCE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  Montana  State  Legislature  has  authorized  state 
agencies  to  incur  debt  by  issuing  notes,  bonds,  and  certificates 
to  the  public  to  support  a  wide  variety  of  activities  in 
furtherance  of  various  public  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  a  coordinated  approach  to  issuing  obligations 
would  enhance  marketing  of  these  obligations  by  the  State  of 
Montana ;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  to  present  a  coordinated  strategy 
to  finance  Montana's  capital  investment  to  the  rating  agencies 
to  enhance  the  credit  ratings  of  obligations  issued  by  the 
state;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  communicate  to  investors, 
underwriters,  and  credit  analysts  the  state's  debt  management 
policies  and  financial  plans  so  that  these  market  participants 
understand  the  state's  management  and  control  of  debt  issuance 
practices;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  desirable  to  maintain  a  council  whose 
purpose  is  to  review,  analyze,  coordinate,  and  harmonize  the 


borrowing  patterns  of  the  state. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  in  accordance 
with  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  continue  the  Capital 
Finance  Advisory  Council. 

I.    DEFINITIONS 

As  used  in  this  Order,  the  following  terms  have  the 
following  meaning: 

1.  "Council"  means  the  Capital  Finance  Advisory  Council. 

2.  "Issuer"   means   any   state   agency   that   issues 
obligations  authorized  by  state  law. 

3 .  "Agency"  means  any  state  agency  under  the  authority  of 
the  Governor  as  enumerated  in  Title  2,  chapter  15, 
MCA. 

4.  "Obligations"  means  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates 
issued  or  to  be  issued  by  any  state  agency  to  finance 
one  or  more  activity,  program,  or  project,  including 
obligations  issued  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  income, 
or  revenues  derived  from  any  source  or  to  redeem  or 
refinance  outstanding  obligations. 


II.   COMPOSITION 

The  Governor  shall  appoint  13  members  to  the  Council.  The 
members  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  The  names 
and  addresses  of  the  members  shall  be  submitted  by  separate 


letter   to   the   Secretary  of   State   and   the   Department   of 
Administration. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Administration  shall 
chair  the  Council,  and  the  Council  is  attached  to  the  department 
for  administrative  purposes.  Employees  of  the  Department  of 
Administration  shall  serve  as  staff  to  the  Council  as  directed 
by  the  chairperson. 

III.  DUTIES  OF  THE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 
1.    The  Council  shall: 

a.  provide  continued  oversight  of  state  obligations 
and  review  the  form  of  obligations  to  ensure 
consistency  with  authorizing  legislation  and 
state  financial  policies; 

b.  prepare  a  state  debt  management  plan  and  review, 
analyze  and  monitor  the  trends  in  state 
obligations  to  provide  information  to  issuers  to 
make  informed  decisions  about  financing  methods 
and  the  structuring  and  timing  of  obligations; 

c.  compile  and  continually  update  a  statewide  master 
debt  issuance  schedule  from  agency  financing 
plans  to  facilitate  coordination  of  debt  issues; 

d.  advise  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Governor 
as  it  deems  appropriate;   and 

e.  notify  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  all 
meetings,  invite  Board  participation,  and  keep 
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the  Board  informed  about  Council  activities. 

2.    The  Council  may  not  supersede  the  activities  or 

authority  of  independent  agencies,  but  shall  serve  as 

a  coordinating  council  to  provide  a  formal  linkage  of 
information   among   and   between   state   obligation 

issuers,  thereby  serving  as  an  effective  mechanism  to 
promote  fiscal  management. 

IV.   DUTIES  OF  STATE  AGENCIES 

1.  To  assist  the  Council  in  preparing  a  master  obligation 
schedule,  each  issuer  shall  submit,  as  requested,  a 
financing  plan  identifying  the  amounts  to  be  borrowed, 
keep  approximate  time  of  debt  issuance,  a  description 
of  the  projects  or  programs  to  be  financed,  an 
explanation  of  the  security  structure  supporting  the 
proposed  obligation,  and  an  explanation  of  the  purpose 
of  the  financing,  along  with  the  key  features  to  the 
extent  known . 

2.  All  agencies  shall  cooperate  with  and  provide  such 
assistance  as  the  Council  may  request. 

3.  The  Department  of  Administration  shall  consult  with 
the  Council  in  employing  and  establishing  the  duties 
of  a  statewide  financial  advisor. 


V.    COMPENSATION 

Members  will  be  compensated  as  provided  in  Section  2-15- 
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122(5),  MCA.  Each  board,  authority,  corporation,  or  agency  is 
responsible  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  its  representative  on 
the  Council.  The  Department  of  Administration  is  responsible 
for  the  expenses  incurred  by  legislative  representatives. 

VI.   DURATION 

The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
subsequent  Executive  Order.  This  Order  is  effective 
immediately.
